tion this group In tha urban sections Is maintaining a strict segregation 
fron the colored race. Profeesional, busineea, and same civic cluba, whose 
membership comes froa tha above group do not permit membership to anyone 
with colored blood. 

la visited at these eluba as the guests of Dr. Roaeu v J tint, and we ob- 
served no one who poeseased any of the colored characteristics. We vera 
advised that genealogies were carefully cheeked of all member a. 

Dr. Fortan related this incident In his own f sadly which illustrates how 
carefully these groups are guarding the purity of their blood. Hi a 
daughter becane interested in a young sun froa one of the southern provinces 
who was attending the Dniverslt«r af Cuba. Dr. Fortan made a eoeeiel trip 
to the boy's hose town some 900 alias to cheek his genealogy. Re discovered 
that one of the boy' s uncles was of legre blood. This ended the courtship. 

There Is, no doubt, some of the blood of Israel among the Cubans. Dr. 
fortan, who in ay opinion, was tha oatstanding personality we aet In Cuba 
la tha sea of an Ehfllshaaa. Rls father was a practicing physician In 
Cuba, his mother a Spanish woman of pure white blood* 

It was tha unaniaoua opinion of tha can we contacted that the lines of 
race discrimination will ba drawn more sharply la the future, and on a 
broader base between this white group of epprejdsately one ailllon and the 
colored eleaeat. Also, that the pur* white gross will increase In propor- 
tionate nunbsrs over tha colored group. Thera la a definite trend in this 
direction at the present tine*

Dm negro situation la Oebe p r aoo Bt a a prehlseu There la bo nw discrim- 
ination other than eeelal Hth jtobi as previa* alj etatad. They mlnad* 
together freely 1» «H eoeial, basinee* and political activities, Thay 
bar* lntajnaarried freely. There ara not available accurate record* to de- 
tersine who haa r.tgro blood among tha average Cuban. *» nrevieuely 
stated, there are approxljMteljr one million of tha total oopelatiom that 
ara free froo negro blood. Tha future will aaa an increase la thla group 
la proportion to total population. 

Tha problaB la differed than 1b tha Sooth. Kara aa do oat proeelyte — § 
tha negro** because of race dlaerislration. Tha rider* could not socialise 
with them even to conducting Beatings baeaaaa of public aootlBaBt. Tha 
negro convert cannot attend white Beatings for tha aante reason. They can- 
not earry on Church activities aaeng themeelves because they cannot bold 
tha Priesthood. 

In Cuba there would be no aach btrrier* In proselyting among the nerroes. 
Tha white* and eolorad would attend tha uoee aeetlng*. They would seeial- 
1m In all their religion* activities. The alders could nreaid* ewer 
then and socialise with than. 

Rare tha oneetloa arises, and this, It seems to ne, Is all l*port»nt: 
what vlll bo the negro'* reoetlan, Id a country where there la no race 
discrimination, to tha doe trine that he cannot hold the Priesthood and 
thus be denied executive leadership In tha Church, while hi* Spanish 
neighbor 3*7 enjqjr *ueh a privilege, Beuld inject in/ this doctrine into 
thla Cuban situation cause repercussions that may bring the Church in dle- 
respect la that country? Vay there not be political reset! on against such 
a nl*£lonary of fork? 

Vr. franklin of the American 5-ba»sy said that our own /owe me ant wa>ild 
look with disfavor upon any forra of race discrimination. T oaote fro* Dr. 
Wei sort *X would dislike to soe It (tha Church) enter Cuba or any other 
1 aland whore different raeea lire and establish adeaionary work. The white 
asd colored people got along sjueh better la the Caribboan and aost of Lai*i- 
Aaarlea than they do In the United State*. Prejudice exists, there Is no 
doubt, and tha white* In ".any ways aenifest their feeling* of superiority, 
but there la aneh lata of It than ana find* In V. S. A., especially In oar 
South. For us to so Into a situation HV* that and preach a doctrine of 
•whit* supremacy* would, It sean t to aa, be * tragic disservice.* 

The Doctor aooBa to have bo fear as to any unfavorable reaction aaalnst the 
Church but he feel* It would be unfortunate to disturb their present 
condition of race equality. 

Tfa aay wall ask ourselves the question, weald it be a tragedy to teach then 
the truth. Would it bo * disfavor to teach thea racial purity? Would net 
the negro be a happier raoa if they knew their racial status and enjoyed 
the blessings of aenbershlp in the Church, lta purifying- influence in their 
Uvea - without holding the Priesthood - than 1b their present tragi* 
plite in the world, Haa not the fO*?al helped the JaJerieen Segre who accepted 
of ft? In ay opinion many of tha negroes would accept tha gospel and be 
happy in the church. 
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Again h«r* are five million people - ere they entitled tc hw th* goepelt 
Should we boldly declare the tmth to that sad await the result? I* th* 
up* entitled to have the goepel »r«MM to hi*? many of then tan* 
accepted th* *j>*j>el. AT* entitled to know their tree relationship 

to Ood u>d their statu* Is Rl« Kln j fl u m ft w* way alee »*k ourselves tho 
■u.rllor., are other people entitled to thi* kaosledr*? Th* carved negro

Tho program of tho Church le needed anon*; the Cabana - urban aa well at 
rural. Baaed on it observations it would to well rowan wed. I dlaeuaeod 
this point at sewe length with hath Br. fortea and Jaine. The youth pro- 
grem and activities of out other organisations appealed to then and they 
reoognliatf a greet need for each organisation* eaong their oeepla. K either 
the churchee, govammj.-rts. or schools are doing anything for the people in 
th</ field of recreation, end culture, or In ft Ting then a vital, active 
roll (ion* life. The churches provide little in thee* field* either in the 
oowsniaity or their lndlwidnal 11 wee.

Co ton* if the right approach were aade. Meraraniaa 1* well adapted to r e n d e r 
such eeTrlo* with lta systca of lay leadership and many activity progress*. 

To then, 
the family la the basic institution and beyond it, the neighborhood. Oar 
Oiuroh avoid provide then with sonsthiag very aorely needed. It weald 
develop leadership oaong th**, provide then with hope and aspiration, 
give them a feeling of Importance w indlvi duals which th*y have never had. 
They have been exploited by prteet and politician] they have been lod to 
believe that the govortaaent 1* not way of their responsibility and that 
the Charon le the badness of the priest and the bishop. Phil* there lea 
greet deal of lndlviduallea among them, they have definite and discern! hi*
